LEGAL DISPUTES AND COURT WRANGLES 


PRODUCTION PROBLEMS are not the only ones that beset both 
employer and employee the printing trades industry. 
Even the comparatively young among can remember the 
“good old days” when your only headache was the finding 
customer, and doing your best produce 
job. But this atomic age you have lawyer well 
craftsman get ahead the world. 

example, review these court litigations and decisions 
that have been entangling the industry recent months: 

The Federal Trade Commission has been involved 
long series complaints and court actions against Double- 
day Co. regarding its book club relationships and alleged 
discrimination against booksellers and jobs. Several other 
complaints have been filed against other publishers the 
FTC and have been pending since 1951. 

Then there the recent court decision stating that the 
fantastic trade practice setting “bogus” advertisements 
which are never used quite legal. How many years court 
action will necessary before this amazing bit stupidity 
eliminated? 

Dayton, Ohio, have the case bindery union’s 
business agent who alleged responsible for short- 
age the local’s funds that ranged from 
complicated and expensive court action that the local 
could not sue prosecute and the disgraceful situation had 
handled the union’s International headquarters. 

The numerous N.L.R.B. elections usually excellent 
job improving labor management relations, but Chicago 
had the matter the strike two Pressman locals which 
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wanted authority without election the workers 
volved. The matter had dragged through board hearings 
and the courts since with only recently Circuit court 
order deciding that the union could recognized 
bargaining agent only was duly voted for the em- 

This only brief review situations that have taken 
months and even years pass through the courts. Even 
now the stories are not complete for further appeals and 
other suits may taken with results that could invalidate 
whatever has been accomplished. 

The industry complicated. Gone are the days simple 
production. The prosperity industry too often depends 
upon decisions made men studying the drafts papers 
prepared the lawyers. 

What can done settle disputes before they reach the 
courts and are mired there?

Library Binders Initiate New Programs Association 


Action Intensive Schedule Cincinnati Convention 


IMPLEMENTATION programs which are already 
converting the Library Binding Institute into one the 
most active and effective small business associations the 
country, was the chief highlight the 17th annual conven- 
tion that group the Netherland Plaza, Cincinnati, 
May 7-8. 

Among the association programs which were further acti-

ians and others, creation study simplified practices, 
improvement management practices, uniform cost ac- 
counting system, bindery-sponsored workshop library 
school. 

Reports progress and further action were made al- 
ready operating LBI fields action, such the Library 
Poster, the newspaper mats for promotion increased li- 
brary usage, Fair Trade Practices, and adoption U.S. 
standard for rebinding and prebinding.

Profitable operation depends having 
system that will determine costs ac- 
curately the basis making profit 
well fully recovering all costs. 

Basic any cost system the means 
determining how much time re- 
quired each unit complete its 
work job and the parallel deter- 
mination adequate hour cost for 
each unit. 

Any variation the time allowed for 
any unit complete its operation 
reflected the total billing, either 
favor the customer the pro- 
prietor. Too often the consequences are 
serious. The advantage seen the 
standards system most printers and 
bindery operators who use that 
reduces the element variation 
minimum. 

What are some the problems 
setting system standards for 
bindery work? 

Two basic principles any cost sys- 
tem are: Know the true cost oper- 
ating each unit the plant—labor, 
maintenance, depreciation, etc. Know 
the actual time required the work 
each individual job each unit. 
This means the operation the ma- 
chines unit and the necessary addi- 
tional “D” labor required. 


Note the use the term actual. What 
does mean? ought know be- 
cause our cost systems, most them, 
have been actual all these years. 
Putting any part job actual 
admission that you cannot determine 
advance the time necessary 
and consequently the cost. means 
that you have decided that you cannot 
set standard for it.

“We have reputation 
being high our work and any price 
quote suspected!” immedi- 
ately set about rectifying his pricing 
system order restore the confi- 
dence his trade but equally him- 
self the prices was making. 

One astute customer suggested his 
binder that removed the sharp 
variations the prices for which his 
products were billed and established 
price his prices might not con- 
sidered high. There wisdom his 
suggestion for variations create sus- 
picion. Standards appear the best 
method removing variations the 
simplest and most adaptable, for small 
plant large—modern antiquated. 


set standards job re- 
quires complete estimate advance. 
The man who makes this estimate 
must know exactly how the job can 
produced the plant. The estimator 
must the one man the organiza- 
tion who comes nearest knowing how 


produce every job. However, 
rare plant with any one man who can 
completely set any job for stand- 
ards, and for the tough ones will 
have call superintendent, 
man, unit supervisors, and sometimes 
workers the plant supplement his 
knowledge. 

The hardest fight the printing in- 
dustry modern times has been the 
effort convince management and 
plant workers that possible com- 
pletely estimate, plan, and route job 
before starts through the plant. 
the printer bindery operator who 
cannot this terribly handicapped 
modern competition! 

Assuming that the plant management 
knows how determine adequate 
unit hour cost recover the total cost 
operating that unit month month. 
This involves the determination the 
average number hours (per month) 
unit chargeable time 50%, 
60%, 80% the total possible work- 
ing hours. Granting that the average 
printer able determine cost op- 
eration, still frequently needs 
how recover that cost 
profit. Success depends that. 


The mechanics determining 
standards are fairly simple. Complica- 
tions that usually require the aid 
competent engineers arise when these 
standards are being put together for 
complete system, working out 
ance for “scrap” loss and setting 
records, etc., for the necessary 
tion data that goes with it.
